dafry cattlo to be sold to the fnrmers 
of the valley with the view of build ¬ 
ing up the dairy business 
Perhaps 
in no other part of Ari 
zonanre qonditionsso favorable to 
the upbuilding of a large dairy busi 
ness 
as can 
ue iouna 
in me una 
valley 
With a good rich soil plenty of 
water 
for irrigation 
and a climate 
that 
is almost 
perfect 
alfalfa 
is 
grown here with better success than 
in any part of Arizona 
Knowing 
this the wonder has always been why 
more attention has not been paid to 
dairy cattle and a disposition shown 
on the part of our farmers 
to get 
the highest 
possible price for their 
alfalfa 
by engaging 
in the dairy 
business 
and 
thus securing 
from 
2200 to 
2800 per ton 
for their 
hay 
It would 
seem lo a visitor in the 
valley that our farmers are not get¬ 
ting 
all they are entitled to when 
they neglect a business that brings 
in 
such 
big profits wherever it is 
undertaken 
There is no doubt in the minds of 
those who 
have studied the 
condi- 
tions

here but that if more of our 
farmers 
were engaged directly 
in 
the dairy business 
a condition of 
prosperity

is already established 
in 
this valley a creamery whose capacity 
has never yet been reached 
simply 
because 
it is impossible 
to secure 
enough butter fat to 
manufacture 
into butter and the butter that is 
made is the very best that is turned 
out of any creamery 
in the state 
and the 
demand 
far exceeds 
the 
supply 
Not 
only butter but the finest 
kind 
of cheese can be 
successfully 
manufactured 
thus establishing 
a 
business that will give to our farmers 
a larger 
profit for their alfalfa by 
feeding to dairy cattle 
than is now 
or ever 
has been seethed by simply 
shipping to outside points 
With more farmers giving serious 
attention 
to building up the dairy 
business 
in the 
valley 
comes 
the 
other 
adjuncts that increase 
pros 
perty 
One of 
these is the alfalfa 
mill 
which grinds alfalfa into meal 
Another 
is the growing 
of sugar 
beets and the estalishment of a sugar 
beet factory
